The quantity of water available in the 
Lompoc Plain is adequate despite the 
statewide drought and will continue to 
be adequate even with another drought 
year, the City of Lompoc has told the 
state 
City water department director Al 
Thompson said he had informed the 
Department of Water Resources via a 
questionnaire which was circulated 
statewide, that there is a slight overdraft 
of water locally because of total pump­ 
ing. but that the balance between supply 
and demand is satisfactory Thompson 
also told the state that as far as quantity 
is concerned the City of Lompoc is in 
“ pretty good shape 
However. Thompson said a third year 
of drought on top of the one just ended 
and the hypothetical one for the year up­ 
coming would be "a different situation 
Thompson still sees the city moving 
ahead with adequate speed in terms of 
supply, water conservation and water 
revenues The latter factor caused a stir 
in official quarters a month ago when it 
was revealed that revenues dropped by 
$20.000 in February 
At that time. 
Thompson told the Water Commission 
that some changes would have to be 
made if the reduced revenue picture con­ 
tinued Revenues for March and April 
have recovered to a normal level com­ 
pared to the same periods in the last two 
previous 
vears, 
Thompson 
said 
Thompson said water usage was down sl­ 
ightly ,.nd said it was a matter of selling 
less water for more money, as a result of 
the recent rate increases and sc »me 
water conservation 
In terms of water conservation 
Thompson still sees the city program in 
three stages the current voluntary stage 
with an effort to eliminate waste. the se­ 
cond stage involving water curtailment 
and the setting of strict rules on water 
usage 
and finally the most extreme 
stage mandatory water rationing 
Thompson sees the third stage as at 
least two vears a w a v and only then if the 
drought continues 
Split forces

Opponents and proponents of the 
county split continued to campaign this 
week, as the time left for getting the 
question on the ballot narrowed 


Proponents have until June 9 to get 
11.400 valid signatures of those voters 
who want to put the question to a vote of

Mary Ann Marsh, a Lompoc official of 
the Taxpayers to Preserve Santa Bar­ 
bara County, said the group has put a 
battery of their people in the field in 
Santa Maria to distribute literature op­ 
posing the split 
She said they were 
covering 21 of Santa M aria's 60 
precincts The northern city has been the 
focal point of pro-split efforts 


Meanwhile an announced appearance 
by Jim Buchert one of the key pro-split 
officials, at a luncheon meeting in Lom­ 
poc has been canceled Buchert had been 
scheduled to address a meeting of the 
Lompoc Farm Bureau Center Buchert 
said his appearance was canceled 
because it had been arranged by the 
Santa Maria Chamber of Commerce, 
which has stepped aside from the cam­ 
paign 


Another factor came to light this week 
County Clerk Howard Menzel said he had 
been approached by "several 
people 
wanting to know how they could get their 
names off the petitions calling for the 
election Menzel said anyone wanting to 
withdraw must sign a statement " I wish 
to withdraw my name from the petition 
that is being circulated pertaining to the 
proposed new county known as Los 
Padres County.” and forward the docu­ 
ment to his office in Santa Barbara

Assad prepared to discuss 


'demilitarized zones' 


DAMASCUS, Syria (IJPI) - 
Only days before meeting 
President Carter. Syrian Presi 
dent Hafez Assad says he is 
willing to discuss ‘‘demilita­ 
rized zones’’ between Israel and 
her neighbors, an important 
Arab concession 


“ If a Middle East peace 
agreement requires the estab­ 
lishm ent of d em ilitarized 
zones, we agree to discuss this 
issue, provided that the zones 
are narrow and on both sides 
(of the borderi," Assad told 
reporters after meeting Austri 
an Chancellor Bruno Kreiskv 
Thursday 
It was the first tim e the 


Syrian president had publicly 
endorsed the idea of dem ilita­ 
rized buffer zones between 
Israel and Arab states 
The statement, which echoed 
sim ilar declarations by Egyp­ 
tian President Anwar Sadat, ap 
peared intended to at least par 
tia lly meet Israel s demand for 
“ defensible borders’’ as part of 
any Middle East peace settle­ 
ment 


Sadat, like Assad, has said he 
would accept the creation of 
“ demilitarized zones 
in the

clude both Arab and Israeli 
territorv

Carter doubts Nixon

LONDON (U PI) - President 
Carter says he doubts the public 
has been enlightened by the

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Spacecraft to carry earth sounds 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — On the chance it will encounter 
extraterrestrial life, a spacecraft which this summer will 
head for Jupiter, Saturn and beyond may carry a phono­ 
graph record of sounds from Earth 
The metal 12-inch disc is expected to contain recordings of 
greetings in dozens of languages, samples of music of 
various cultures and times, natural sounds such as the wind 
and surf and perhaps sounds of animals and birds 
^ 
Dr. Carl Sagan. Cornell University astronomer heading a 
committee planning the message from Earth, said the 
record probably also will contain digital information re­ 
corded as beats that a technological civilization could con­ 
vert into scientific data and pictures 
A National Aeronautics and Space Administration spokes­ 
man confirmed such a record is under consideration, but 
said a final decision has not been made 
Sagan and his wife designed a plaque for the Pioneer 10 
and 11 spacecraft now on their way out of the solar system 
after exploring Jupiter for the first time in 1973 They were 
the first man-made objects sent on a course taking them into 
interstellar space 
“ We do not know if the message will ever be found or 
decoded, but its inclusion on the spacecraft seems to us a 
hopeful symbol of a vigorous civilization on Earth. 
Sagan 
said in a telephone interview Thursday 
In addition to its symbolic and informative roles, the 
record would commemorate the 100th anniversary of 


Thomas Edison’s invention of the phonograph 
The spacecraft is the first of two Voyagers scheduled for 
launch from Cape Canaveral Aug 20 on an outer planet 
reconnaissance mission It is due to pass within 443,000 miles 
of Jupiter in 1979 and then will cruise on to Saturn in 1981 
If all goes well, the picture-taking probe or its twin may be 
sent on to Uranus and Neptune before leaving the solar 
system on a silent journey that may last forever 
Sagan said the precise paths of the Voyagers have not yet 
been determined, but that it would probably be tens of thou­ 
sands of years before the two probes drifted ino the 
neighborhood of another star 
“ The most likely situation, as with Pioneers 10 and 11 is 
that these spacecraft are condemned to wander forever 
he 
said. 
The likelihood of other civilizations in the galaxy is un­ 
known but Sagan said it appears possible civilizations much 
more advanced than ours have the means of detecting and 
capturing an artificial object drifting in space 
The Pioneer plaque carried a design etched in gold 
anodized aluminum It bore symbols indicating the origin of 
the spacecraft and when it was launched, and figures of a 
male and female with the man s right hand raised in a sym­ 
bol of good will 
Sagan said if an extraterrestrial civilization has the ability 
to capture it eons from now. they probably also would have 
the intellect to figure out what to do with it

Graduation 
to mean 
something 


Graduation time will have a 
special meaning for Allan Han­ 
cock College student Michael 
Porath. who has spent most of 
his school years labeled as an 
“ under achiever ” 
The road toward under­ 
standing his learning barriers 
has been a long one for 27-vear- 
old Staff Sergeant Porath. who 
finally found the key to his dif­ 
ficulties through the help of 
teachers and counselors at the 
college’s Vandenberg Air Force 
Base Center last year 
Porath s problems were 
finally attributed to a form of 
dyslexia, a broad term for 
various dysfunctions of certain 
parts of the brain that impair 
perceptual abilities 
In his case, the dysfunctions 
have impaired his reading and 
writing abilities 
“ It takes a perceptive in­ 
dividual to detect symptoms of 
dyslexia 
I didn't find that 
person until I enrolled at Allan 
Hancock College on base.’’ 
Porath said 
“ Until that time I was always 
placed in remedial classes, and 
told to take easy courses like 
shop, and to learn any skills 
that involved using manual 
abilities and not my mind, 
he 
said 
“ Courses that entailed large 
amounts of reading and writing 
were nearly impossible to pass, 
but I learned to compensate by 
developing a large capacity for 
retaining spoken information, 
as a blind person would develop 
an acute sense of hearing or 
sensitivity." he explained 
“ Somehow I managed to 
graduate from Turlock High 
School in 1968. then went to 
Columbia Junior College for a 
year 
At that time I never 
thought I would get through 
college, and without proper 
facilities for diagnosing my 
problem and a lack of money to 
pay for special testing, it 
seemed hopeless.' he said 
Porath later got accepted into 
the National Guard, then 
enlisted in the Air Force and 
fin a lly was stationed at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base in 
1971 
It was while he was enrolled 
in a college preparatory course 
with instructor Nora Iverson 
that he was able to discover the 
reasons for his learning dif­ 
ficulties 
Her recommendations that I 
go to the base hospital led to 
further testing at Travis Air 
Force Base where I was finally 
diagnosed as having a form of 
dyslexia.“ he noted 
After being categorized as an 
educationally handicapped stu­ 
dent. he was entitled to receive 
recorded materials from the 
B ra ille 
Institute and the 
Library of Congress to help him 
in college work 
It was through 
the as 
sistance of these institutions 
that I could fmail> journey into 
the world of the written word 
and that's somewhat of a 
miracle I never expected would 
happen to me. 
he indicated 
He 
also became eligible to 
take the College Level Ex ­ 
amination of Proficiency oral 
ly 
“ Now I see no reason why I 
can't go on to finish my masters 
and even doctoral degrees My 
attitude about mv abilities and 
potential for success has im­ 
proved drastically, 
he said 
Porath will graduate with an 
Associate of Arts degree in 
June, and will begin work on a 
bachelors degree at LaVerne 
College this fall 
He plans to pursue a career in 
counseling for the learning dis 
advantaged

Frank Kush head football coach at 
Arizona State University, stood before a 
crowd of 300 guests at the Annual Elks 
Awards Banquet last night and said that, 
athletics is a preparation for life 
Kush, who has been the head man at 
the ASU for the past 19 seasons, went on 
to explain that athletics teaches the ex­ 
perience of knowing one s self and the 
dedication it takes to accept one's own 
responsibilities and the responsibilities 
of others 
In a classroom you learn about, what 
I call, the philosophical world — the book 
world — it s not very logical but you 
must learn it But in athletics you get 
down to the nitty gritty ” 
Kush said that on an athletic field one 
is challenged, not only mentally, but 
physically as well 
Discipline was a topic Kush touched on 
for a moment He told of the reputation 
Arizona State had for discipline 
All we try to do is get the maximum 
out of each and every one of our 
players." 
W e all want to be champions and win­ 


ners but there are very few of us when it 
comes right down to it 
Kush's use of the word “ us 
in speak­ 
ing of champions is not for the better­ 
ment of his own ego Kush knows how to 
win 
In 19 seasons at Arizona State he has 
won 146 and lost 57 and tied one 
His banner vear was 1975 when the 
ASU Sun Devils were the only un­ 
defeated college team in the nation 
Kush topped that by leading the Sun 
Devils to an upset win in the F'lesta Bowl 
over Nebraska 
Kush concluded his speech with this 
one thought on who successful people 
are “ To me successful people are the 
ones who get the maximum out of what 
they have, 
both mental l y and 
physically " 
Also on hand for the banquet was 
former Lompoc football star Russ 
Bollinger 
Last season was Bollinger s rookie 
year with the Detroit Lions, in which he

In today's hand taken from 
the 1976 Olympiad practically 
every pair reached a spade or 
club slam 
All slams made 
easily when a heart wasn’t 
opened, all spade slams went 
down against a heart lead 
because the defenders did not 
see those four spades in the 
East hand 
The heart lead also beat 
most of those in six clubs 
Declarer would win the heart, 
lead dummy's king of clubs 
and a second club from dum 
my would produce the queen 
from East 
At this point most declarers 
played another club, started 
on spades, could only get one 


discard when West showed out 
on the second spade lead and 
paid off to that bad spade 
break 
When Sharyn Kokish of the 
Canadian ladies’ team held 
the South cards she decided to 
try to guard against that bad 
spade break 
Therefore, after the queen 
of clubs dropped she cashed 
her ace and king of diamonds, 
ruffed a diamond with dum­ 
my’s last club, returned to her 
hand with the queen of spades, 
drew the last trump and had 
12 tricks 
This safety play was sure to 
work if diamonds broke as 
well as 5-2 since East was 
known to be out of clubs If 
West ruffed the third club, 
Sharyn would have been able 
to discard dummy’s last 
heart 


For those who want to know 
why the revoke penalty is just 
one trick in duplicate and two 
tricks m rubber bridge the 
answer is that the new 
duplicate laws are in effect 
now 
the new rubber bridge 
laws aren't ready as yet

It appears that Supervisor 
David Yager is running around 
like a cat on a hot tin roof ever 
since he proposed a one per 
cent growth limit for Santa

C o u n t y . 
The 
Montecito based represen­ 
tative seems to be having a 
very difficult time explaining 
just what he does have in 
mind. 
In his original letter to his 
colleagues on the board of 
supervisors, he flatly declared 
that the entire county must be 
considered for his one per cent 
growth limit. Now he is telling 
everyone that those who don't 
want it shouldn't have it. 
He said in his original letter 
that he wants diversified opi­ 


nions on the formation of a 
c o m m i t t e e to s t udy the 
proposal. Now he says, “ I 
want people who will agree 
that an ordinance is neces­ 
sary.” 
Details of the proposed or­ 
dinance, even guidelines to 
determine details, appear to 
be extremely vague except 
that it could, very possibly, in­ 
clude a restriction on home 
building permits. 
Mr. Yager says that he 
knows of no other county that 
has attempted to establish a 
growth control ordinance such 
as he has in mind. 
It is no wonder. We doubt 
seriously if it is legal.

nedy launched the Bay of Pigs and it 
becam e obvious that they had been 
trained and directed by the I S govern­ 
m en t He then went to the people — and 
told them the truth and survived If he 
had gone to the people and given such a 
speech as Schlesinger recom m ended in 
his m em o, he d have been as guilty as 
Nixon But such m em os as in the public 
m ind a re identified with the kind of peo­ 
ple a ttra c te d to Nixon, we see now w ere 
quite routinely w ritten by the kind of 
people a ttra c te d to — JF K

Dallas office of Alpha 
66 ” This w as a Cuban 
c o m m a n d o 
g r o u p 
trained by the CIA 
A 
C u b a n 
Cl A 
o p e r a t i v e , 
An t o n i o 
V e c i a n a , 
a ls o to ld 
investigators that he 
had been sum m oned to 
Dallas in August 1963 
by his CIA contact — a m ysterious m an 
who went by the nam e of S lorris Bishop 
States a confidential su m m ary : 
'When 
(V e c ia n a ) arrived . Bishop w as a c c o m ­ 
panied by an oth er m an. Lee H arvey 
Oswald 
The House investigators don t really 
believe that the CIA had any p art in the 
m u rd e r of P residen t Kennedy 
More 
likely, they suspect the CIA m ay have 
tried to cover up som e em b a rra ssin g 
co n tac ts with Oswald in D allas 
In any case, the CIA took pains to give 
the im pression that Oswald w as in M ex­ 
ico City 
at the tim e that w itnesses 
claim ed he w as dealing w ith the CIA- 
guided C ubans in D allas V eciana, for ex­ 
am ple. told of a stran g e call he received 
from his CIA contact a fte r K ennedy was 
killed 
The CIA m an. M orris Bishop, asked 
V eciana to contact his cousin. G uillam o 
Ruiez. who worked for the Cuban e m b a s­ 
sy in Mexico City R elates a confidential 
report 
“Veciana w as to relay Bishop s 
offer to pav Ruiez and his wife to say 
that they had m et with Oswald in Mexico 
C ity.’’ 
T his not only w ould h ave p lace d 
Oswald out of D allas but would have 
throw n suspicion on the C astro gov ern ­ 
m ent 
The ruse was later called off 
Instead, the CIA cited secret tap es and 
photographs as evidence th a t Oswald had 
been in touch with both the Cuban and 
Soviet em b a ssies in Mexico City 
The CIA kept tapes of all phone calls 
going in and out of the tw o em bassies 
Photographs w ere also taken of everyone 
entering and leaving these em b assies 
On Oct 
1. 1963. the CIA notified other 
U S em b assies th at "an A m erican m ale, 
who identified him self as Lee Oswald, 
contacted the Soviet E m b a ssy in Mexico 
C ity .” 
Oswald w as described in the cable as 
app ro xim ately 35 y ears old. with an 
athletic build, about six feet tall, with a 
receding hairline " The co m m itte e files 
note that this 
in no way physically 
resem bles the Let* H arvey Oswald a c ­ 
cused of assassinating P resid en t K en­ 
nedy ” 


The CIA sought photographs from the 
Navy to co m p are with its photographs of 
Oswald at the Soviet em bassy. D eclares 
a 
c o m m i t t e e 
r e p o r t : 
“ T h e s e 
photographs, though obviously not of the 
correct Lee H arvey Oswald, becam e the 
W arren C om m ission's exhibit 237 
The 
CIA ad m itted that there had been a mix- 
up but never clea red the m a tte r up 


A CIA w itness has told co m m ittee in­ 
v estigators. m eanw hile, that the ( IA s 
m onitoring c a m e ra happened to break 
down on the day th at Oswald allegedly 
visited the Soviet em b assy But the CIA 
ta p on th e Soviet e m b a s s y ’s phone 
produced an alleged telephone call from 
som eone who identified him self as “ Lee 
H enry O swald ’’ 


The CIA w itness claim ed that the a c ­ 
tual voice recording of the telephone con­ 
versation 
"was destroyed 
in 
routine 
destruction 
procedures 
approx im ately 
one week a fte r it w as received ” Y et 
m o re than seven w eeks later, the F B I 


claim ed to have h eard the telephone con­ 
versation th at the CIA said had been 
destroyed The F B I’s judgm ent w as that 
the voice did not belong to Oswald 
W rote late F B I D irector J 
E d gar 
Hoover on Nov 23. 1963 
“ The C entral 
Intelligence Agency advised that on Oct 
1, 1963. an e x trem e ly sensitive source 
had rep orted th at an individual identified 
him self as Lee Oswald, who contacted 
the Soviet E m b a ss y in Mexico City in­ 
quiring as to any m essag es 
“ Special Agents of this B ureau, who 
have conversed with Oswald in D allas, 
T exas, have observed photographs of the 
individual re fe rre d to above and have 
listened to a recording of his voice 
T hese Special Agents a re of the opinion 
th at the abo ve-referred-to individual w as 
not Lee H arvey Oswald " 
The House in vestigato rs a re beginning 
to w onder w h eth er the CIA concocted the 
whole Oswald adv enture in Mexico City 
in an a tte m p t to conceal his real a c ­ 
tivities in D allas It is w orth m entioning 


that the CIA. at White House instigation 
began to c re a te another Mexico cover 
story nine y ears later to o bstruct the FBI 
investigation of W atergate, 
Footnote 
The CIA had no co m m en t 
SMOKING HAZARD - F utu re avia

New museum is the roast of Paris 


PARIS - (N EA) - This 
monument-filled city’s new 
National Center of Art and 
Culture Georges Pompidou 
can always claim that never 
since the erection of the Eiffel 
Tower in 1899 has a public 
work been the subject of so 
much criticism and con­ 
troversy. 
In the area once peopled by 
the noisy, bustling crowds of 
the Hailes (the Central 
Markets, also known as the 
belly of Paris), there now 
stands a structure which has 
been compared to a super­ 
tanker, a powerhouse and a 
giant hangar, anchored in­ 
congruously in Paris’ heart. 
It is an extraordinary con­ 
struction of metal and glass, 
supported by 150-foot steel 
columns linked by a crisscross 
of trusses and carrying a 
welter of pipes and tubes on 
the outside. 
The Center was originally 
conceived by the late Presi­ 
dent Georges Pompidou, an 
afficianado of contemporary 
art, who declared that Paris 
had no museum worthy of it. 
such as the Guggenheim in 
New York. Then he thought of 
adding a vast modern library, 
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special facilities for music, 
the theater and the cinema. 
Seven years ago the decision 
to create the center was 
agreed 
upon 
and 
the 
architects given the go-ahead 
It is the work of two 
architects. Renzo Piano, an 
Italian and Richard Rogers, 
an 
E n g lis h m a n , 
who 
d e lib e r a te ly 
designed 
something essentially func­ 
tional. All the plumbing, air 
conditioning and escalators 
linking the five floors are in 
huge plastic tubes banished to 
the outside of the building 
Painted in bright colors, these 
accentuate the powerhouse 
effect. The object was to 
provide on each floor an un­ 
broken space the size of two 
football fields. 
The architects declared that 
they deliberately had avoided 
architecture, “ for our age has 
lost confidence in it. 
But not 
in technology. It is, in fact, 
symbolic of the times, 
whether one likes it or not 
And many people do not 
“ Mon Dieu! How Ugly It 
Is” was the heartfelt cry of a 
newspaper feature writer 
“ Even if it harbored two of 
the world’s marvels, it is all 
so sad How about giving it to 
Idi Amin?’’ 
In the writer’s eyes, as in 
many others, it consists simp­ 
ly of several vast, superim­ 
posed hangars held together 
by tubes 
In fact, many 
Parisians in the last months 
had wondered when the scaf­ 
folding was going to be taken 
down, never realizing that it 
was part of the structure 
itself They also learned that 
the colors of the facade s 
tubes were those of the Inter­ 
national Fluids Identification 
Code, blue for air, yellow for 
electricity, red for human 
beings or merchandise. 


“ Colossal'' is the only word 
applicable to this building. It 
is nearly 500 feet long and 150 
feet high Its metal structure 
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alone is twice as heavy as the 
Eiffel Tower. It cost 500 
million francs (around $150 
million). Its upkeep for this 
year will run to about $12 
million — a seventh of the 
total Cultural Affairs budget. 
It can accommodate 10,000 
visitors at one time and still 
not be crowded. The Museum 
of Contemporary and Modern 
Art (from Fauvism to the pre­ 
sent day) with 17,000 feet of 
floor space puts New York’s 
Museum of Modern Art in the 
shade. The public information 
library has space for one 
million volumes Close to 1,- 
000 people are permanently 
employed at the Center. 
One thousand and one hun­ 
dred paintings and sculptures 
w ill be on show at the 
museum, which breaks away 
from traditional ideas of 
layout and display. Several 
hundred more paintings can 
be lowered from above by the 
visitor through a pushbutton 
system This is three times as 
many works of art as in the 
old Museum of Modem Art 
whose magnificent collections 
are being moved to the 
Center. 
The vast floor space is 
broken up by mobile par­ 
titions into areas of different 
size according to the type of 
work shown. 
One original feature of 
“ P o m p id o u ’ s C u ltu ra l 
Colossus’’ as it is called by its 
detractors, is an extensive 
documentation department — 
books, periodicals, catalogs of 
exhibitions, 
press cuttings, 
color slides and film material 
as well as individual files on 
some 10,000 modern artists 
will be available to the public. 
Interesting is the children s 
library and workshop with 
thousands of illustrated books, 
magazines, comics, at their 
disposal from every country 
in the world The workshop 
has walls on which they will 
be able to practice painting 
and drawing, or scribble away 
to their heart’s content. Here 
will be educators who will 
teach them at an early age to 
use their five senses Also in 
this modern wonderland 
children will find “ nests 
dotted around the area in 
which they can take refuge

and curl up Eventually, a cir­ 
cus tent will be set up outside. 
A new world awaiting childish 
wonderment. 
Definitely controversial are 
two other departments One is 
the Music and Acoustics 
Research Center directed by 
conductor Pierre Boulez It 
occupies 8,000 square meters 
of offices, studios and 
laboratories under the vast 
piazza between the Center and 
the old Gothic church of Saint 
M erri, where Saint Saens 
played the organ. 
The object of the Ircam, as 
it is called, is to promote fun­ 
damental research and crea­ 
tion by means of the most ad­ 
vanced electronic equipment. 
It has a concert hall seating 
400 with adjustable floor and 
ceiling to alter acoustic 
effects. 
The other controversial 
department is the Industrial 
Creation Center, set up 10 
years ago and moved to the 
new building It is intended to 
s tim u la te c re a tio n 
in 
architecture, town planning, 
design and graphic arts as 
well as to improve the 
aesthetic quality of manufac­ 
tured goods. 
It has often in the past been 
the platform for the rejection 
of what some call the “ domi­ 
nant culture ’’ One of its 
gadgets will be an X-ray 
machine which will enable 
pregnant women to see their 
child move on the screen 
Observers say that the gam­ 
ble of the Center is twofold. 
Will it succeed in giving back 
to Paris a leadership in 
creativity and contemporary 
art which it lost first to Lon­ 
don and then to New York? 
And will it really fulfill Presi­ 
dent Pompidou’s dream for 
“ a great house of 
cult­ 
ure?” 
It is possible that Parisians 
may quite soon stop kicking 
ag ainst 
the 
g ig a n tic 
glasshouse as they get better 
acquainted with it. Just as 
their parents were irritated at 
the beginning of the century 
by the Eiffel Tower, until it 
became the highest radio sta­ 
tion in the country as well as a 
landmark, and before the 
appearance of the 20 to 30- 
stoned Paris skyscrapers 
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Caring for your car 


Four service-station ripoffs 


Most 
service station 
atten d a n ts 
are 
honest, hard working people who do a d a y ’s 
work for a d a y ’s pay. But an unscrupulous 
few have tarnished the image to the point 
that some car owners trust service station 
personnel about as much as they would 
tru st the W a te rg a te gang. 


How do you protect yourself against the 
unscrupulous few? Here are four of the 
most common rip offs and how you can 
guard against them. 


P erh a p s the most well known is the so 
call 
"s horts tick.” 
T h a t ’s 
when 
the 
at 
te ndant checks your engine oil or tran s 
mission fluid and tells you you’re a quart 
low. To prove it he shows you the dipstick. 
Sure enough, the oil line on th e dipstick is 
down at the “add oil" mark. "Okay,’’ you 
tell him. "Put in a quart." 


W hat the atten d a n t neglected to tell you 
is that after he pulled th e dipstick out the 
first time to wipe it off, he didn't stick it 
back in all th e way. So even though your 
engine or transmission needed no oil or 
fluid, the dipstick showed it did. 


Check it yourself when in doubt. An 
"h onest" atten d a n t won't mind. 


A nother trick, used in conjunction with 
the shortstick or without it, is the "e m pty 
oil can." T h a t ’s when the a ttenda nt plunges 
an oil spout into a quart of oil, carries it to 
your engine, sticks the spout in the engine's 
oil fill and lets the oil drain out. 


What you did n’t see was that the oil can 
was em pty . All the atten d a n t did was stick 
the oil spout into a hole already in an em pty 
can. As he carried it to your car, it looked 
like a fresh quart of oil. And once the oil 
spout was in the oil fill, you as sum ed oil was 
running out But you didn t see it. 


How do you guard against this? Simple. 
C.et out of the car and watch the attendant 
from the time he sticks the spout into the 
top of an unopened oil can until the last 
drop has gone down into the oil fill Again, 
an honest attendant won’t mind your wat 
ching. 


A nother sneaky gambit is the ‘worn fan 
belt.’’ What th e attendant does here is take 
a single edge razor blade, cup it in one 
hand; while he’s checking your oil, he 
makes a cut or two in your fan belt with the 
razor blade. Then he tells you the belt is 
about to break. And sure enough, when you 
get out of the car to look, it is. 


The way to avoid this is to get out of the 
car when the atte n d a n t raises your hood. 
Watch what he does. He's not going to cut 
your fan belt while y ou’re looking. 


Another favorite trick is the "cloudy ex 
planation." A mechanic may tell you w h a t ’s 
wrong in highly technical te rm s which 
sound correct. But the only thing you un

other mechanics give you their diagnoses. 


If a doctor told you th a t you needed an 
e x p e n s i v e o p e r a t i o n , y o u p r o b a b l y 
wouldn’t hesitate to get a second d o cto r’s 
opinion. Don’t hes itate with your car. If tw o 
or three different mechanics tell you the 
same thing, and quote about the sam e 
price, then it’s not likely y o u ’re being taken 
to 
the cleaners. 
But 
if th e 
next 
two 
m e c h a n i c s d o n ’t b a c k u p t h e f i r s t 
mechanic’s diagnosis —let him fix somebody 
else’s car, not yours. 


If you use one gas station regularly, and 
t h e y ’ve tre a te d you right in th e past, you 
d o n ’t have to worry much about service 
station rip o ffs . But if you rarely use th e 
sam e gas station twice, or do a lot of 
traveling, it d o es n ’t hurt to o b serv e th e at 
te ndant as he services your car. Get out of 
your car w h ere you can see. You probably 
need to stretch your legs anyway, and it 
may save you some money.

FOR SUCCESSFt L A P PLE PIE , (top left) fit pastry to 9-inch pie pan, add apple fill­ 
ing and moisten edge of pastry with cold water to help seal top crust to bottom crust. 
Roll pastry (top right) to extend one)half inch beyond edge of pan for top and fold 
over edge of lower pastry. Press lightly to adhere top and bottom. Flute edge with 
thumb and forefinger (bottom left) or press together with fork tines. Brush top with 
egg yolk, cream or milk. Properly sealed edge will not allow pie to boil over in the 
oven. Make tour slashes or prick design with fork (bottom right) in top to allow steam 
to escape during baking. 


Perk up ribs with sauce 


There are many ways to 
prepare spare ribs, either 
pork or lamb. An easy way 
that takes much work away 
from the cook is to brush the 
ribs with a homemade plum 
sauce, pop them in the oven 
and let them bake until done 
This is an especially good 


way to prepare them if you 
are planning to serve a 
number of persons and have 
other dishes you want to 
prepare while the ribs are 
baking 
Serve with a fresh 
corn pudding, tomato wedges 
with lettuce and a green bean 
salad Or, make this an Orien­ 
tal meal and serve rice,

list Home cooks, when inter­ 
viewed. said they like to make 
apple pies with just a suspi­ 
cion of the right spices so that 
the natural apple flavor came 
through They liked to serve 
pies with tender but not 
mushy slices, not too tart and 
not overly sweet and a little 
thickening that is thoroughly 
cooked Soggy crusts are con­ 
sidered a failure and the top 
crust should look blistered and 
not smooth 
The types of apples used in 
pies vary as much as the 
geography of the country For 
example, in the East and 
Midwest leading choices in­ 
clude R I Greening, Northern 
Spy, Stayman, McIntosh, 
Jonathan, York Imperial, 


Golden Delicious, Rome 
Beauty and Cortland. Out 
West they like Newton Pippin.

Lamb 
Check your 
excercise plan

D EA R DR LAM B - I tried 
the exercises of raising my 
feet up, out, back together and 
down I did this 35 times to 
tighten my belly 
After doing the exercises on 
two occasions, about two 
weeks apart. I question what I 
am doing wrong After each 
time my legs felt heavy for 
about three days 
I am 43 years old, male, 
weigh slightly under 150. am 5 
feet 10 and run a mile in seven 
»Tiinutes five times a week 
Does lifting the feet cause 
the blood to flow in an un­ 
natural way and therefore 
cause the problem'’ 
When I lift my legs without 
spreading them out and back I 
don't seem to have the 
tiredness in legs 
D E A R R E A D E R - It 
shouldn't affect the circula­ 
tion to your legs but if you 
have any tendency to have 
back problems the way you 
are doing it may affect spinal 
nerves to that area 
What are you doing wrong? 
Quite a bit First you should 
start at a low level — perhaps 
five times a day and gradually 
increase the amount. 
Then you need to be sure 
you are contracting your 
lower abdominal muscles and 
not simply straining your back 
muscles You do that by con­ 
sciously tightening your ab­ 
dominal muscles as you do the 
exercise. 
I think it is better to change 
the way you do your leg lifts 
too First bring your feet up to 
your buttocks, then push them 
up. out and back down to the 
floor. You will be making a 
circle with your feet Since

your feet will be up with a 
short lever arm, because of 
the bent knees you won’t put 
so much sudden leverage on 
your back muscles as you are 
doing with a straight lift of 
your feet from the floor with 
your current method. 
After you have done this for 
a couple of weeks and have 
built up your lower abdominal 
s t r e n g t h , then as you 
straighten your legs with the 
feet off the floor in the last 
half of the cycle you can stop 
and hold your heels off the 
floor for a short interval Be 
sure you are able to hold your 
abdominal muscles tight dur­ 
ing this phase 
Individuals with weak backs 
should check how they plan to 
do such exercises with their 
doctors before starting a 
program or they may have 
more trouble than you have 
had 
For very weak people 
you can do one leg at a time 
until you gain more strength 
And you should be consis­ 
tent. One day of overdoing it 
followed by a week or more of 
doing nothing will not help you 
and can be harmful.

A lm ost everyon e has heard of renting 
or leasing autom obiles. But leasin g fur­ 
niture? When you lea se a car for tw o or 
t ree years it s an a ltern ative to buying 
a car and financing it The m onthly pay­ 
m ents are sim ila r and there are pros and 
cons for both sides. 


But leasing furniture, w hich is a rapid­ 
ly grow ing business, is not an alternative 
to purchasing furniture on credit. It’s an 
altern ative to stayin g in a m otel room 
for several m onths or renting a furnished 
apartm ent. 


B ecause m ore and m ore transient peo­ 
ple are leasin g furniture to tide them 
over until they finish som e business or 
find a perm anent hom e, the governm ent 
has set up som e new “ truth in lea sin g ” 
rules to help con su m ers figure out just 
what they're gettin g and w hat their total 
costs w ill be 


P reviou sly, a furniture leasin g co m ­ 
pany could ad vertise com p lete bedroom , 
living room and dining furniture for “ as 
little as $35 a m on th .” That low price 
covers the actual rental price per month 
but it d oesn ’t cover the d elivery and 
pick-up transportation fees, w aiver of 
liability insurance, taxes and other fees 


The new rules, which are being super­ 
vised by the F ederal Trade C om m ission, 
require the leasin g com pany to d isclose 
the total cost for leasin g furniture over 
the tim e period you require All deposit 
rules and p en alties a lso have to be cle a r­ 
ly spelled out. 


You m ay be w ondering: “ What kind of 
people would want to rent furniture?” 
P eople on the m ove. A irline crew s, stu­ 
dents, business people on long stays, 
m ilita r y 
fa m ilie s, 
job 
se e k e r s 
and 
divorced and sep arated people are just 
som e of the typ es leasin g com panies list 
as potential cu stom ers. 


L et’s say your business or job seeking 
needs took you to another city for three 
m onths — and you knew you would be in 
one spot tem porarily If you took a m otel 
room at $15 a day, the three m on th s’ stay

would cost $1.350 And. for business pur­ 
poses, the m otel room m ight be a bit 
cram ped. 


If you rented a furnished apartm ent 
(one bedroom , living room , dining area, 
kitchen), you m ight pay $350 a m onth, or 
$1,050 for the three-m onth period 
B et­ 
ter, but still high 


By renting an unfurnished apartm ent 
at $200 a month and renting basic fur­ 
niture at $50 a month, your total for three 
m onths would com e to $750 - a con­ 
siderable savin g over furnished hotel or 
apartm ent room s 


Mind you, this is just an exam p le You 
m ight find that som e furnished ap art­ 
m ents are cheaper than renting your own 
furniture 
The point is: Shop around 
C om pare the cost of renting a furnished 
place 
versus 
renting an 
unfurnished 
place and filling it with rental furniture 
Also, if you plan to be in a transient 
state for a longer period than three 
m onths, say 12 m onths, in vestigate the 
possibility of buying used furniture and 
resellin g it for w hatever you can get 
when you m ove out 


Som e used furniture stores will even 
let you pay over a tw o or three month 
period to help ea se the initial cash ou t­ 
lay Som e have “ buy back” agreem en ts 
But, if you have the tim e and p atience 
you can resell your own used furniture 
for considerably m ore than you ’ll get on 
a buy back agreem en t. 


W henever you lease furniture, m ake 
sure you are told how you can get your 
deposit back and under what conditions 
Also ask if you have the option to use 
m onthly paym ents to buy the furniture at 
the end of the contract.

With the switch 
“off,” you can angle the broom 
handle into the disposer and, by 
pushing, you can often get the 
impeller to move just a hair. 
This will be enough to get rid of

Sounds 
Japan jams to American pop

Though the dateline reads 
Tokyo, it could very well read 
New York — likewise. Osaka 
translated becomes Cleveland. 
I ’ve just spent two weeks in 
Japan, and the similarities 
betw een A m e r ic a n and 
Japanese cities are as striking 
as the differences. 
I ’ve d i s c o v e r e d that 
nowhere else in the world is 
American popular culture as 
highly prized — and emulated 
on a massive scale — as in 
J a p a n . 
It 
is 
at 
once 
remarkable and discouraging 
to see so many artifacts of 
American pop reproduced for 
a 
h u n g ry 
J a p a n e s e 
marketplace. 
This is not an indictment of 
Japanese culture, so much as 
it is a rude awakening (for 
me) that our excesses are 
happily being consumed all 
over the globe 
I suppose I could go on 
forever, but this column is 
devoted to “ sounds." so I ’ll 
stick to the realm of music 
There’s plenty to talk about 
there anyway 
Western music is slowly, 
but surely creeping up on the 
Japanese market Clearly, the 
Japanese no longer honor the 
holy shrines that look so out of 
place in their modern cities — 
they are devotees of pop idols 
Native Japanese music ac­ 
counts for 60 per cent of all 
record sales here Now. that 
60 per cent is not traditional 
koto or shakehachi music, 
mind you I'm talking about 
Japanese pop. predominantly 
MOR music, performed by a 
raft of replaceable pretty boys 
in James Dean outfits who 
have their season in the Land 
of the Rising Sun and then are 
heard from no more They are 
com pletely consumed by 
American style 
Furthermore, it is not un­ 
usual to spend a night in any 
Japanese major city in a dis­ 
cotheque or a rock and roll 
club packed with Japanese 
teenagers who emulate the 
1950s greaser look, and bar 
bands who copy Elvis every 
gyration or Chuck Berry’s 
every note It is, to say the 
least, astounding 


The other 40 per cent of the 
market is occupied by oc­ 
cidental rock music, which is 
making strong inroads on the 
Japanese scene, contrary to 
the protectionist tradition of 
other 
Japanese 
businesses 
And the trend is growing with 
every major tour of a British 
or American group The reac­ 
tion here to groups like the 
Bay C ity Rollers, Queen, 
Angel, and Kiss rivals the 
h ysteria created by the 
Beatles at their peak This is 
truly a kid’s country In this 
small parcel of land no larger 
than the state of California, 
packed with more than 100 


million people, you are con­ 
stantly aware of the young 
people’s high energy level 
And it’s rock and roll that’s 
making them crazy 
In Tokyo alone, there must 


be a hundred clubs with live 
music ranging from the 
aforementioned copy-rock to 
flunky-funk to w-hat the 
Japanese music industry calls 
new music" — a kind of mix­ 
ture of pop and folk roots that 
produces 
an 
incredible 
number of home-grown Dylan 
types. The music tastes of 
other cities I ’ve visited — 
Osaka, Kyoto, Nagoya, and 
Fukuoka — are different only 
in terms of scale 
I visited the JittoKu club in 
Kyoto, run by a most in­ 
teresting 
American from 
Maine, Dave Kubiak 
The 
energy level there would have 
made any rock fan excited and 
any club owner envious 
A 
band called The Cherry Boys, 


a Japanese Sha-Na-Na were 
holding fort while the rabid 
kids attempted to bring the 
house down 


If you can, imagine how odd 
it is to see Japanese teenage 
boys do the entire greaser act 
complete with hair-combing 
gestures, black 
"don’t mess 
with me 
sunglasses, hitter 
leather jackets 
Then com­ 
pound that with a masterful, 
note-for-note replay of the 
most intricate 50s rock 
(including the difficult "John­ 
ny B Goode" guitar runs), 
and the lead-singer’s offhand­ 
ed attitude towards the lyrics 
— is there anything more 
comical than a guy who 
throws away lyrics he’s learn­ 
ed phonetically0 — then you 
may have some idea of what 
this experience is like Suffice 
to say, the kids were literally 
dancing 
on 
the 
tables 
throughout, knocking their 
green tea all over the place 


In Osaka. I attempted a dis­ 
co recommended to me by 
Satoshi "Hustle 
Honda, one 
of Japan s leading promotion 
men for Victor Records, and 
certainly the foremost booster 
(and producer) of disco 
records in his country 
The 
disco, called The Bottom 
Line, 
(like the well-known 
rock club in New York), was 
located in the center of an 
entertainment arcade that 
blazed and blinked like a 


calliope of lights in the dead of 
the Osaka night 
The club itself is as im­ 
pressive as the alley in which 
it is located You enter and 
take a fluorescent-lined es­ 
calator up one flight, and are 
greeted at the door by several 
natty Japanese teenagers 
dressed in pinstriped suits, 
two-toned shoes and little gold 
earrings (are disco-people the 
same everywhere?). For 1500 
yen (the equivalent of nearly 
$6) you are seated at a table 
which has a golden palm-lamp 
centerpiece I was offered a 
complimentary bottle of 
whiskey; the owner wished 
me to have it because I 
happened to be a “ gaijin’’ 
(foreigner). 


The Bottom Line disco is 
vast; there are maybe 500 
people there in all. unlike so 
many of the others I visited 
that are small as closets or 
crowded like subway cars. In 
the back of the room, there is 
a large banner that reads 
"The Bottom Lines Wants To 
Burn Your Soul." Underneath 
is a buffet table on which 
platters of (are you ready for 
t h i s 7 ) 
rice, 
spaghetti, 
marinated onions and carrots, 
and dried squid are laid out 
This may give you some in­ 
dication why the majority of 
Japanese disco dancers dance 
alone In fact, they dance in 
rows, neatly, facing front, (so 
as not to offend the live band, 
the Japanese were overly 
polite, I thought) They do a 
dance my friend Honda-san 
describes as “ fishes swim­ 
ming against the stream " 
The dance floor undulates 
under two huge w h i te 
parachutes and a square of 
flashing klieg lights, not unlike 
discos in New York What is 
different (outside of the 
contact-less dancing) is that 
in the far corners of the dance 
floor there are panels of 
mirrors where some dancers 
line up, with their backs to the 
band, 
watching 
themselves 
move in very jerky time to the 
sounds 
of 
the 
m u s ic , 
mesmerized before their im­ 
ages And this is not unique to 
this disco'

Back in Tokyo, I toured 
several record company of­ 
fices. where they all happily 
reported that every phase of 
their business was booming 


Japan is now the second 
largest market for records 
sales, reporting over $500 
million last year. Their 
promotion system for the sell­ 
ing of records is not substan­ 
tially different than the 
States, with one important ex­ 
ception 
there are very few 
radio outlets, and fewer still 
for progressive music 
As 
such, airplay is not the key to 
establishing a group (though, 
like the States, it’s the only 
way to break a hit single.) 
There are, however, more 
than 150 popular music jour­ 
nals, and they are bought and 
read avidly Since over 80 per 
cent of all 
local radio 
programming is controlled by 
native product, the only way a 
" nihonjin 
(Japanese) can 
find out about American and 
British groups is by picking up 
a copy of Music Life or one of 
the other mags which promote 
these groups like mad As a 
result, perhaps to the dismay 
of western musical aesthetes, 
the most popular foreign 
groups are the ones with the 
greatest visual appeal 
The 
exception here is a group like 
Pink Floyd. Santana, or 
Weather Report who have 
each enjoyed successful tours, 
or, surprisingly, Jams Ian, 
who, despite the fact no one 
can understand her lyrics, 
still sells records in the six 
figures 
In the jazz department, only 
Miles Davis makes a substan 
tial dent, although sax player 
Saduro Watanabe is popular — 
as popular as jazz people are 
anywhere, which is to say 
minimally 
Like urban sprawl, dress 
fashion, sexual mores, and to 
a certain extent, personal am­ 
bitions, East is happily and 
anxiously meshing culturally 
with West 
As a committed 
New 
Yorker, and hopeless 
American, I can hardly dis­ 
guise my disappointment But 
as a Japanese woman chastiz­ 
ed 
me the other night 
"Maybe you ought to grow up 
This is the modern world ”

HONOLULU (K FS) - Yes. it has 
come to pass. Now travelers can take a 
nice, hot shower right in the middle of 
Honolulu Airport, just behind the Con­ 
tinental Airlines ticket counter 
You bet your aching back this is a 
great leap forward, particularly since 
the location is not as public as the direc­ 
tions m ake it sound 
Your spotless 
shower room is handsomely enclosed in 
The Shower Tree, a plant' 
an 
art- 
filled aerie that opened its doors in Oc­ 
tober. 
It came into being after two nurses 
who worked at the airport finally con­ 
vinced state authorities that what many 
of their traveler-patients needed w asn’t 
so much medical attention as simply a 
place to rest and repair themselves from 
travel exhaustion. 
Then the enterprising nurses, Doris 
I nderwood and Sandra Young, went off 
to a bank, borrowed some money and 
opened their version of a true travelers 
aid And quite a beauty spot it is 
Patrons enter first a white-walled 
lounge done with wall-to-wall navy blue 
plush carpeting, king-size white-and-blue 
covered wicker chairs, ottomans and 
couches enough for about eight persons, 
and a scattering of modern paintings by 
local art students. In another room are 
two twin beds with bed curtains for 
privacy, and in others, a couple of 
private showers with adjoining dressing 
rooms. 
The attending partner explains what's 
available The beds are $2 an hour (and 
one wait listed passenger to Australia, 
who stayed all night for three nights, 
really did like it so much that he cam e 
back and stayed three w eeks), the 
showers $3 
Shower facilities include 


soap, 
towels, 
deodorant 
and 
dusting 
powder 
In addition, you can buy shave, hair- 
cream or dental “ kits” - trays with all 
the paraphernalia you need, plus the 
used of a blow dryer — for 60 cents each 
The Shower Tree throws in free extras 
like Japan ese hapi coats (so that you can 
get out of your clothes for comfort), 
complimentary tea or coffee, even use of 
a washer/deryer if you need to do some 
fast laundry work 
Officially we operate from 8 a m to 
12 midnight but if we have people who 
need to stay later, we look after them, 
and by sum m er we’ll probably be open 24 
hours,’ says retired nurse Young. “ And, 
you know, we meet such nice people 
What’s so great is that they tell us how 
good they feel, not how sick,” 
Hawaii is, of course, a crossroad air­ 
port where lots of travelers have long 
layovers In addition, it has many late- 
night departures - and local hotels nor­ 
mally require checkouts no later than 
noon Compounding the situation is the 
fact that planes, as you m ay have 
noticed, are subject to delays — at which 
times in Honolulu some airlines now 
speedily sign up the whole of The Shower 
Tree for their first-class passengers, 
hoping of course that they’ll feel so cos­ 
seted is won’t occur to them to switch to 
an oth er flight. The resu lt 
is that 
Underwood and Young are already think­ 
ing of expansion 
Cross your fingers that it happens 
Certainly Honolulu’s not the only place 
bone-tired travelers get to 
Some air­ 
ports, though, do have reasonable sub­ 
stitutes as well as more services and 
semi-services than you might imagine 
And it is not the dumbest idea in the 
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world to acquaint yourself with the pos­ 
sibilities 
At Honolulu, for instance, medical a s ­ 
sistance is available (other nurses have 
replaced the two who now devote their 
time to operating The Shower Tree) 
There are Visitor’s Bureau desks, as 
well, where at most hours you can get 
tourist information — m aps, descriptive 
brochures, hotel prices and the rest — 
and a branch of Deak and Company for 
those who want to “ buy” commission- 
free travelers checks or exchange U.S. 
money for foreign currencies 
I didn't spot the real Traveler's Aid of­ 
fice, but no doubt this helping-hand 
operation for travelers in trouble, lost, 
out of funds or w hat-have-you 
is 
available at least by telephone as it is in 
most U S cities, at transportation ter­ 
minals in particular 
Honolulu Airport does have a copying 
machine right there should you need it, 
and an American E xpress Travelers 
Check Dispenser. This relatively new 
service uses a machine to issue $100-$500 
worth of travelers checks to American 
F.xpress credit card holders who have 
pre-arranged access The beauty part is 
that you needn’t feed it cash 
Honolulu also has excellent public bus 
service from the airport directly to 
downtown Honolulu and Waikiki Beach 
In case of a long layover or delay, that 
makes it easy to check your baggage at 
the airport (drivers won’t let you on the 
bus with anything larger than lap size), 
spend 50 cents and have yourself a round- 
trip to the tourist belt for sightseeing or 
a meal. Of course, if you want to just sit 
at the airport, there are plenty of seats, 
including a large number with coin­ 
operated tv sets

Airplanes carry more and 
more people into the sky each 
year. 
Most reach their 
destinations and return home 
safely. Some come home in 
numbered “ body bags” — vic­ 
tims of air crashes 
Adam Shaw’s “ Sound of Im­ 
pact 
is a well-written, non­ 
fiction account of the crash of 
TWA flight 514 in December, 
1974, onto a nondescript por­ 
tion of the Appalachian Trail 
The Boeing 727 just didn't 
make it over the Blue Ridge 
Mountain. Ninety-two people 
were killed 
Why did the plane crash9 
One simple reason is that air 
tra ffic 
controller 
M erle 
Damerson didn’t monitor the 
a irc ra ft’s altitude or its 
premature 
descent 
Other 
questions went unanswered 
Why did TWA find the time 
and money to paint its planes 
pretty colors, but not to install 
the strobe lights that were 
standard equipment on all the 
other airlines9 Why did the 
KAA wait until after Flight 
514's crash to make ground 
proximity 
warning 
radar 
devices mandatory, when the 
National Transportation Safe­ 
ty Board had been urging for 
years that they be installed9 
Shaw focuses on what 
followed after the victims — 
or at least the great con­ 
glomeration of body parts 
strewn over the mountain — 
were tucked into labeled body 
bags 
Wrongful death’’ suits 
were filed on behalf of 39 of 
them 
Friends and relatives 
came to the hearings in mour­ 
ning, eyes downcast, claiming 
mental anguish, sorrow, and 
loss of companionship and 
c o m fo rt” — asking for 
millions of dollars. 
One year after the crash, 
TW A issued an accident 
report, a tidy, blue-bound 
booklet — more alibi than ex­ 
planation. 
“ Crash” by Bob and Sara 
Elder is the nonfiction ac­ 
count of Eastern's Flight 401 
w hich crashed into the 
Everglades in December, 
1972, en route to Miami. 
The Lockheed L-1011, 185 
tons of metal, kerosene, cargo 
and humanity, hit the ground 
at 227 m iles per hour 
Although the crash was of­ 
ficially classified as “ nonsur- 
vivab le,” when the first 
rescue crew reached the 
Everglades, it found a small 
group of survivors — naked, 
with broken backs, necks, 
pelvtses, 
missing 
parts, 
shredded skm, drowning in

Following the nightmare 
comes the dream of money 
The survivors of Flight 401 
felt their lives had been 
shattered and now they were 
going to be paid for their 
anguish 
E a s te r n gave 
generously to keep claims out 
of the courts and horror 
stories out of the papers. It’s 
interesting to note that after 
the crash E a s te rn sent 
flowers to hospitalized sur­ 
vivors, but later deducted the 
cost from settlements. 
The cold reality of a plane 
crash is so horrible that fic­ 
tion pales by comparison. 
Still, judged on their own 
merits, two new suspense 
novels about air crashes are 
quite good.

kerosene — singing Christmas 
carols to keep from dying 
The crash of Flight 401 was 
an occurrence so unlikely that 
“ had it been described in fic­ 
tion, it doubtless would have 
been dismissed as utterly im­ 
plausible.” The plane con­ 
tained a quarter-million 
perfectly working parts Two 
$12 peanut bulbs in the nose 
gear light assembly burned 
out Pilot Bob Loft locked the 
plane on automatic pilot at an 
altitude of 2,000 feet While he 
fussed with the burned out 
peanut bulbs (totally unessen­ 
tial to the plane’s operation) 
the autopilot altitude hold in­ 
advertently disengaged With 
nobody 
watching, 
including 
the air traffic controller, the 
plane began its 200-foot-per- 
minute descent into the earth 
Passenger seats, often with 
passengers still strapped in, 
were scattered over an area 
the length of two football 
fields Frank Borman, former 
astronaut and Eastern’s vice 
president, busied himself 
collecting dead bodies from 
the swamp.

story of still another plane 
crash and the international in­ 
trigue that caused it. The 
novel opens with the ambush 
of a gang of Arab guerillas in 
a Paris cafe. Captured with 
the guerillas are planning 
documents which Ben Maier, 
Israeli diplomatic courier, 
must deliver to the United 
Nations The Arabs, of course, 
must destroy the documents, 
along with Ben Maier and the 
DC-10 in which he rides. 
Mission accomplished, the 
DC-10 explodes out of the sky 
into the arched glass roof of 
Victoria Station in Central 
London — during rush hour. 


Back to nonfiction: the two 
air crashes that occurred dur­ 
ing the last couple of months
